Dr. Foote and Dr. McGrath carried 
insurance which will cover most of 
their losses. 


Several firemen had narrow escapes 


from being overcome within tho build- 
ing- because of the dense smoke and 
fumes which filled the second story- 
They attempted to roach the 
blaze 


from the front of the structure 
to 


head it off, but could stay inside only 
a few minutes at a time. 
Two lines* 


of hose had to bo laid at the rear and 
one at the front before the 
Tlamc-, 


were subdued. 


CAUSE UNKNOWN 


The cause of the fire is unknown. 


Dr. Foote was arranging his labora- 
tory to begin his morning's work and 
lit. hi.s gas flame with his usual care. 
He went to another room for a. few 
moments and returned <o find the lab- 
oratory in flames. 
The jtJoctor and 


assistants in his office and that of 
Dr. McGrath had to flee without hav- 
ing time even to take their wraps. Dr. 
McGrath was away at the time. 


The offices are located at the rear 


of the Keller building, 
overlooking 


Midway. 
Failing to reach the heart 


of the fire through the front entrance 
firemen hurriedly transferred 
their 


operations to the roar, pouring water 
through windows where the fire seem- 
ed to bo centered. 
The 
flames 


quickly ate away part of the wallboard 
partitions and were working up into 
the roof. 
A deluge of water checked 


them, however.

damage. 
The 


water Wednesday morning was about 
two inches higher than on Tuesday 
and was still going up. 


Rivermen say the water now is high- 


er than ever before in history. It is 
three inches above tho high mark es- 
tablished in 1SS2, it is said. The Fox 
River Paper Co. and Patten Paper Co. 
may be forced to close down if the wa- 
ter rises another inch. 


•Some anxiety is being felt for the 


upper and lower dams and steps have 
been taken to protect them. Material 
is being piled behind the dams in order 
to give them more stability. 


There is every indication that, the 


water will continue to rise because of 
the extremely high level of tho lake.

A PROGRESSIVE SUPREME COURT 


Courts are frequently 
criticized for 


their strict adherence to precedent, in- 
stead of ;ihvays being guided in their de- 
cisions by reason and ^he requirements 
of 
cluinsring conditions. 
If precedent 


had its foundation in reason and is but 
Hie announcement of a principle of justice 
or right which is in itself permanent and 
unchanging then courts should of course 
adhere to it. 
But there are precedents 


which have no such foundation, which de- 
pend for their force upon the applica- 
tion 
of lecal principles 
t < > 
conditions 


•which arc subject to change and which. 
•when f-uch change comes, cease to be ap- 
plicable. 
Courts do not always give suf- 


ficient heed to this distinction in tin- basic 
foundation of preeed-nt. and thereby 
sometimes subject themsehes to just criti- 
cism. This, however, bcems not to be the 
case -with the supreme court of "Wisconsin 
which in quite a recent decision thus de- 
clared itself: 


Txiw LS the rule of leason applied to existing 


conditions. 
Obviously, whrn condition-, oh ingr 


there must be corresponding change in the Uw. 
else it would cease to be a rule of reason and 
would become a mere arbitrary static rule. Law. 
indicating, as it does, th" just relations that ob- 
tain under given conditions, can he static only ^o 
long as the conditions to which u applies m- 
mains static. 
It does not prevent new condi- 


tions from arising, for if it did. and could, prog- 
ress would ho arrested. On th» contrary it aim?

them, and in porportion1- as it dot-s tn.u equit- 
ably, it performs its true funf lion 
Whenever it 


arrests or clogs true progress*, it (rase-- to func- 
tion truly. 
To do justice then, under existing 


conditions, is it« paramount ofliff—all rNi . e\i.n 
the most veperabk1 precedents must %ield to that 
office. 


Such a rule of decision is beyond all 


criticism, because it seeks justice, not on- 
ly in view of precedent, but in view of 
all conditions existing that may influ- 
ence a just determination of the ritrht or 
obligation being considered. 
It also rec- 


ognizes the demand of progress, and re- 
fuses to be guided by any rule of de- 
cision which will impede or arrest prog- 
ress. 
It recognix.es progress as a prin- 


ciple in the order of things, which must, 
at all times, be conserved, as justice itself 
is a principle always to be promoted. 
[Whatever stands in the way of progress 
—the growth of mankind toward the bet- 
ter—must therefore be put aside, "\\hat 
else than this is the meaning of progress? 
Is it not the substitution of the new. 
which makes for improvement, for llie 
old. which no longer serve; that end? 
Xo matter how venerable the old may be, 
or what office 
it may have once per- 


formed if 
it impedes or clogs that

PASTY FACE 


Too much candy, sugar, ice cream or cake makes 


tho face pasty and pale. I just hate to admit this, 
children. You know I have stood nobly behind you, 
at the candy counter, these 
many 
seasons. 
I'll 


stand behind anybody at a. candy counter if he'll 
take the hint and buy. 
But candor and tho pres- 


sure brought to bear on me by some influential and 
really good child specialists compel me to tell this 
unpleasant truth here now. 
Too much sugar by 


many millions of pounds is consumed annually in 
this country. 


Understand me, despite the theories of Harvard 


professors and New York specialists, we have no 
actual evidence that the excessive consumption of 
sugar or sweets by children or adults injures the 
teeth or causes digestive troubles. 


An excessive amount of sugar in any form, cane 


or any other kind in sugar, taken in an artidcally 
concentrated state or in the original, natural state, 
by child or adult, tends to fix an excessive propor- 
tion of water in all the tissues of the body, muscle, 
bone, organs, skin or blood, thus producing a kind 
of water logged condition which amounts to a gen- 
eral handicap on health.

candy, ice cream or what not, is dessert time and 
not piecing time or 'tween meals at any old time. 


Many an adult whose diet is too liberal in all re- 


spects for an individual of his age, height and phy- 
sical activity (as is unmistakably proved by over 
weight) will find that by a conscientious and intel- 
ligent restriction of all the carbohydrates, and es- 
pecially the sugar containing items of his menu, not 
only will lus superfluous weight diminish but his 
general efficiency will show a gratifying gain be- 
cause his water logged s>stem manages to rid itself 
of the excess of water when ho stores less sugar. 
When I say water logged I do not mean anything 
so marked as edema or dropsical swelling, 
one-tenth of the total energy comes from lats, about 
one-tenth of the totalenergy comes from fats, about 
one-tenth from proteins, and eight-tenths from 
car- 


bohydates (starches and sugars.) It is well to sub- 
stitute fruits, raw and cooked, in the diet of chil- | 
dren when the excessive allowance of free sugar or 
sweets is cut down.

Why not provide 
an immunity procedure, based on the 
unwritten law and including recogni- 
tion of the tender susceptibilities ot 
sympathetic jurors, whereby the 
pro- 


cess of exculpation may be shortened 
and cheapened? The plan would do 
away 
with 
considerable hypocracy 


and humbug in the name of justice," 
which leads the Syracuse, N. Y. HER- 
ALD, to remark:—"Why not? Why 
should the money of taxpayers be 
wasted in the prosecution of women 
who kill their comrades in illicit rela- 
tionship?

"Now that Germany, with her ac- 


customed thoroughness, is following 
the example which Austria has cop- 
ied from the Soviet Republic, the fol- 
lowing remarks seem to be in keep- 
ing with the times. 


"Two recent experiences were the 


cause of these observations. One hap-, 
pened to me in Berlin. One of the 
municipal offices at which I had de- 
posited a certain sum of money for 
a few weeks, sent me word that I had 
given ^him three marks too 
much, 


which sum I should reclaim at his of- 
fice. But it would certainly not pay 
me to do so, for the office is a long 
way from my home and the train 
there and back would cost me at least 
four marks as well as an hour and a 
half of my time. So that under some 
circumstances, three marks can be 
worth less than nothing. The other 
experience was related to rnc by a 
Berlin actor, who had been playing in 
Yienna. He had been in Klosterneu- 
burg and wanted to take home espec- 
ially good sausage. 
At the Vienna 


town barrier he was told to pay a food 
duty on it of 30 Heller for which a 
bill was made out which cost another 
40 Heller, the price of the paper and 
print. 
Ho was told that the food 


duty brought in nothing to the state, 
it was only in use because the officials 
would otherwise be out of work. 


"These experiences made me wonder 


how long money depreciation can con- 
tinue, surely there must bo an end 
somewhere? No doubt many wise peo- 
ple have already worried their heads 
about it, but nobody has yet realized 
that this money depreciation contra- 
dicts a mathematical truth, which un- 
til now was considered unrcvokablc, 
viz, the statement that X times nought 
makes nought. How low, for instance 
can tho value of one ruble fall? When 
the production costs of a ruble note, 
paper and print, amount to more thnn 
a rouble, where no coin can be made 
to represent a rouble, because the 
workman gets more roubles for 
hife 


work than he can produce in an hour, 
not reckoning materials and use of 
machines; then it is clear that 
one 


rouble is worth nothing. And if money 
depreciation continues it may be, that 
ton or even a hundred rubles are worth 
nothing. But a hundred times noth- 
ing, reckoned in paper money, is any- 
thing but nothing. A hundred thous- 
and roubles represents a positive val- 
ue, even when one rouble or a hun- 
dred roubles are worth nothing at all. 


"This leads to another 
question: 


How are school children in Russia, 
and soon in Austria and Germany — 
taught to begin to reckon? In my time 
in the lowest class we learnt to reck- 
on up to 20. and that was enough for 
all practical purposes, even for those 
of us who had to take the train to 
school and back. The tram used to 
cost 30 pfennigs. Twice ten makes 
twenty. 
Or the catcher asked: 
If 


one apple costs 2 cents, wh.it would 
five cost? 
Thereupon Mayer would 


answer: 10 cents, but with one thrown 
in, makes 8, teacher. However is it 
possible to roykon ut all in Moscow 
today? How do the mothers explain 
!o tho children when they send them 
to buy something. 'Here are 
37.000 


roubles, bring me 4 eggs, and a roll 
for I!,500 roubles, 
and you will get 


500 roubles change! These poor chil- 
dren! Not only poor because candy 
and fruit are unattainable 
dainties 


for them and because paper which we 
used to scribble on so much, is so 
dear, but the poverty of these poor 
children is something quite positive. 
Formerly human beings inherited sin 
when they were born; but now-a-aays 
they come into the world with so and 
so many millions of state debts as an 
inheritance, for the state debt falls on 
each head of the population, howev- 
er small or dirty tho head."

Closing Acbress of Artist 


and Lecture Course 


Personality •« power, not institu- 


tions, not organizations, not systems, 
not campaigns, not legislation, 
but 


personality, declared Bishop Charles 
"W. Burns of Helena, Mont., in his 
address on "The Dynamic of Person- 
ality" at Lawrence Memorial 
hall 


Tuesday evenjigr. 


"Tanked to natural resources," he 


said, "it is manufactured power: link- 
ed to books it is literary power; linked 
to life it is soc.al power; linked to trade 
it is commercial power; linked to God 
it is spiritual power. 


"Back of life, back of education, 


b.-ick of the Kingdom of God is person- 
ality. Some -where back of our church 
is personality that gives it go, that 
gives it inspiration, that gives 
it 


power." 


Bishop Burns address was the final 


number of the Community Lecture 
and Artist series and was a fitting 
close to what is generally conceded 
to be the strongest course ever given 
in Appleton. President Samuel Plantz 
of Lawrence college presided. 


SI/K OF MONTANA 


Prior to taking up his subject, Bish- 


oy> Burns impressed upon the audience 
the size and aridity of Montana. 
He 


'sfiid everything was big in thai state, 


big mountains, big farms, big mines, 
and hig districts. 
He said he had 


traveled 83,000 miles since he last ap- 
peared before an Appleton audience 
at the dedication of Lawrence mem- 
orial hall two years ago. 


The keynote of Bishop Burns' ad- 


dress was the power of personality 
and he laid particular stress upon it. 
It was back of all the great reform- 
ers and writers, the names of many 
of whom he mentioned. Back of edu- 
cation is the personality of the facul- 
ty and student body. 


PHILADELPHIA IS FIRST 


Giving Boston due credit for its his- 


torical associations, the bishop said 
everything worth while in American 
life 
started 
in Philadelphia. 
The 


early settlers of that city did 225 of 
the first things in America. 


In speaking: of what stood for the 


background of our civilization 
the 


speaker related an instance where a 
foreign official inquired of Theodore 
Roosevelt why it was that 
South 


America, with its greater natural re- 
sources did not develop instead of 
North America and received a reply 
of two words: Plymouth Rock. 


"The need of education is not in the 


doing of things but in the development 
of thought and in this connection the 
bishop told of attending the com- 
mencement exercises of the largest 
vocational high school in the state at 
which 600 girls were given their di- 
plomas. They had been trained to do 
certain things he said, to the exclu- 
sion of the development of their men- 
tal faculties.
